Big Boost To Canadian Aircraft In- 
dustry Is Anticipated 

A big boost in the Canadian air- 
craft manufacturing industry is an- 
ticipated shortly as it is understood 
that if the Royal Canadian Air 
Force estimates are approved orders 
for airplanes will be placed wholly 
in this country. At present the Gov- 
ernment plans to purchase more than 
100 airplanes of various types. Bri- 
tish designed aircraft will be built 
under license in Canada. 

With British airplane factories 
working overtime to meet the un- 
precedented demand for fighting air- 
craft to place Great Britain on a 
parity with continental powers, firma 
in the British Isles are not in a posi- 
tion to accept orders from this side.

It is altogether iNke- 
ly that perennial wheat can be ob- 
tained also, but it seems rather 
doubtful whether wheats which will 
measure up to the high standards of 
quality, which are required in Can-

There are many and exacting difmf_i- 
culties associated with plant breeding 
work of this kind. Sterility which 
oceurs in the original hybrids, is only 
one example. In order to obtain seed 
from “sterile” hybrids, it is neces- 
sary to back-cross them again, using 
pollen from theewheat parent, This 
may have to be done for several gen- 
erations, in order to obtain fertility 
and seed production, but during this 
process the plant characteristics most 
desired may be lost. Fertile hybrids 
are few and far between. 

During the work of the project un- 
der discussion by the plant breeders 
in Ottawa and at the Dominion For- 
age Laboratory at Saskatoon about 
40 hybrid plants that exhibit almost 
complete fertility have been secured. 
Some of these have produced as many 
as 2,000 seeds cach. All of these hy- 
brids are perennial in babit of growth, 
and since they do not require to be 
back-crossed, already one of the chief 
difficulties has been overcome.

For every pound of silk produced 


For economical milk production, 
two fundamental factors must be 
considered. The cow must possess 
dairy conformation backed by pro- 
duction ancestry and she must re- 
celve sufficient quantities of palat- 
able, properly balanced foods to en 
able her to produce a good flow of 
milk as well as to provide for her 
body needa. 

Satisfactory rations for dairy cows 
can be composed of such common 
farm feeds as upland hay, the com 
mon tame hays, oat green feed and 
oat grain, with the addition of bran 
or linseed off meal as a protein sup- 
plement. If well cured alfalfa or 
sweet clover are supplied, however, 
the purchased supplements will not 
generally be necessary. Enasilage is 
a nutritious roughage and because of 
its palatable succulent nature is a 
valuable feed for dairy cows. When 
good pasture is available little or no 
dry roughages or grain need be fed. 

A feeding rule largely used by ex- 
perienced dairymen is to allow two 
pounds of dry roughage or one pound 
of dry roughage and three pounds of 
ensilage. per day for each 100 pounds 
live weight of the cow-—and one 
pound of concentrate or grain mix- 
ture per day for every three or four 
pounds of milk produced per day. 
This rule should be varied as neces- 
sary for individual cows. A satisfac- 
tory grain mixture consiste of two 
parts coarsely ground or crushed oats 
and one part of bran by weight. The 
bran can be replaced by one-half to 
one pound of linseed ofl meal in the 
daily meal ration, if desired. 

An abundance of water is essential 
and the cow should be allowed all 
she can drink. During the cold 
weather the outside trough should be 
tn a sheltered location and the chill 
removed by means of a tank heater. 

The value of common salt in live- 
stock feeding cannot be over-estimat- 
ed. A good plan is to include one 
per cent. coarse salt in the grain 
mixture and also allow free access 
to loose or block salt. 

The feeding of jodine, especially 
where feeds are low in this mineral, 
is recommended for the prevention of 
goitre in calves at birth, and to help | 
maintain a healthy thrifty condition 
of the cow. Iodine can readily be 
supplied by mixing one and one-half 
ounces of potassium iodide with each 


erally run-down condition may indi- 
cate a lack of calcium or phosphorus, 
or both, in the diet. These minerals 
can be supplied by allowing the cow 
te help herself from a box containing 
edible bone meal or bone flour. 

The dairy cow should have a dry 
period of about six weeks between 
lactations for the purpose of replen- 
ishing depleted reserves, During this 
time, she should be well fed and 
cared for, The feeding of bran just 
previous to and after calving will 
maintain a healthy condition at this 
time and reduce fever and inflam- 
mation. Grain feeding should not be 
commenced until all danger of milk 
fever, udder and other troubles are 
over. The ration should then be in- 
creased very gradually to the full 
amount.
